The hotel at East Berlin, conducted 
by R. E. Sprenkle, was placod under 
quarantine Monday as the result of a 
suspected case of smallpox. 
The supposed victim 
of the dis­ 
ease is a member of a gang of tele­ 
phone linemen, 
who are staying 
at 
that place. 
He gave his name as Jos­ 
eph Flynn, 
and residence 
Chicago, 
He is in the employ of the American 
Telephone Company 
and has 
been

Dauphin and Berks county within the 
past several weeks. 
As there are a number of cases in 
both York and Dauphin counties it is 
thought that he contracted the dis­ 
ease prior to coming to Adams Coun­ 
ty. 
Just as soon as he was placed un­ 
der suspicion by the attending physi­ 
cian the state health authorities were 
notified and the hotel was placed un­ 
der a guard. 
All those who had been 
guests were permitted to return, but 
not leave the place again. 
The state 
health authorities 
will 
make an investigation 
of the 
case 
just as soon as they 
can he brought 
Later:— Dr. Campbell, representing 
the State Health Department visited 
the place last night and again this 
morning an i pronounced the case to 
be genuine smallpox. 
Forty men at 
the hotel were vaccinated and, after 
they have taken the usual precautions 
and the place has 
been fum.gated, 
they will be allowed to go. 
The hotel 
will be under quarantine for a thirty 
day period.

France, Apr. 16—The German attack 
against 
the American positions 
on 
the right bank of the Meuse, north j 
of St. Mihiel, was 
made by a force 
of 400 picked 
troops who were

cently brought there from the Rus­ 
sian front. 
Although the Americans 
were outnumbered more than two to 
one, they 
completely repulsed

enemy, driving him back to his own 
trenches.

He saw eight Germans walking in a; 
communication trench ahead of him, J 
and, although alone, he shot and kill- j 
ed one and ran after the others, cap-1 
turing two abd wounding 
some of j 
those who escaped. 
He then returned, 
to the American line and turned over 
the prisoners to a non-commissioned 
officer, and coolly asked for a match. 
The officer jokingly said: “I’ll give. 
you a match if you bring in another 
prisoner.” The Italian, 
who is five 
feet four inches, took him at his word 
and went back over the parapet.

returned in less than 
five minutes, 
walking with drawn bayonet behind 
a six-foot German, who was yelling 
“Kamarad, kamarad.”

A Pacific Port, 
Apr. 16— Viscount 
Ishii, Japanese ambassador to 
the 
United States, 
succeeding Ambassa­ 
dor Sato, arrived here yesterday en 
route to W’ashington. Discussing sug­ 
gested Japanese activities in Siberia, 
Ambassador Ishii said that if the 
Imperial Japanese Government deem­ 
ed necessary to undertake the sending 
of a military expedition into Siberia, 
such intention would be for the bene­ 
fit of tfie Entente Allies and not for* 
Japan. He declared any suggestion of 
a Japanese-German alliance to be ab­ 
surd. 
“Germany may establish bases in 
Pacific waters, by a successful drive 
through Siberia”, said Amibiiisador 
l*hii. 
“ In this event”, he continued, 
“it would be up to 
Japan to sweep 
them away. 
We 
cannot guarantee 
that Japan could 
do this, but we 
would try our best and we must not 
relax our vigilance.” 
He admitted that there was a pos­ 
sibility of Germany gaining a foot­ 
hold in the Pacific by successful op­ 
eration* in Siberia. Ambassador Ishii 
would not discuss the landing of Jap­ 
anese troops at Vladivostok.
